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‘Man dies 
in pit 


SOUTH BAY--A South Bay man 
died Friday when he drove a ten 
wheel dump truck into 40 feet of 
water at a rock pit across the 
highway, from Evergreen Sod 25 
miles south of here on: US 27. 

Ronnie Clifford Bivens, 26, 
drowned in the Okeechobee Sugar 
Mill - owned quarry in an acgident 
strikingly similar to another fatal 
accident at the same, rock pit 
about a year ago. 

Bivens, along with Michael Leon 
Rainey of 290 S.W. 11th St. in 
Belle Glade, were dispatched 
Friday morning to pick up two 
truckloads of rock from the pit. 

High water had lapped over the 
edge of the pit for long stretches 
and had covered the roadway 
beside the pit. Florida Highway 
Patrol Troppers A.L. Williams 
and James McGregor said they 
had been informed by Okeelanta 
officials that the pit is normally 
pumped down before truckers are 
sent in, but in this case the action 
wasn't taken because only two 
truckloads of rock were needed. 
In a statement to Williams, 
Rainey said he was following 
Bivens out of the pit area when 
Bivens began making a turn too 
dlose to the edge and his truck 
slipped into the deep water, going 
completely out of sight. 

Rainey said in the statement 
hat it was easy to see the edge of 
he roadway going in but coming 
yack out, the water had been 
nuddied by the trucks’ earlier 
yassage. He said Bivens’ truck 
windows had been closed.

Crop damage not 
_ bad asexpected 


The area's giant sugar cane 
industry was also in a confused 
state as growers and other experts 
attempted to assess the amount of 
damage and how much of the crop 
can be salvaged. 

Florida Sugar Cane League Vice 
President and General Manager 
Nelson Fairbanks said it's impossi- 
ble to cite percentages or dollar 
value on cane losses as yet. 

“We know there has been a lot of 
terminal, bud damage and there 
has evén been some splitting of 
stalks, and that's rare in Florida,” 
he said, but added there are too 
many variables to determine yet 
what the total damage to the 
industry will be. 

Fairbanks said the final assess- 
ment may not come until well into 
next year’s harvest because no one 
yet. knows the damage done to 
cane which has been harvested this 
year and is now growing as part of 
the 1977-78 crop. 

All the area sugar mills are now 
working at capacity to salvage 
what cane they can but there was 
some speculation the freeze still 
may cause a shorter season than 
usual. -

City rejects 
PHA proposal 


PAHOKEE- In a head-on meet- 
ing with the City Council Tuesday 
night, the Pahokee Housing Au- 
thority, represented by Attorney 
Gamot, attempted to persuade the 
council to accept the turn-over of 
the Authority's water and sewage 
facilities in Stuckey and McClure 
Villages in their existing condi- 
tions. 

If this was done, the city would 
have full power and responsibility 
of maintenance to the meters and 
in the collection of bills, and both 
groups feel this would be ad- 
vantageous. However, there is 
some ment between the 
city’s and the Authority's views on 
the conditions of the utilities: for 
example, city officials believe the 
fire hydrants in the projects are 
not up to par, but PHA repre- 
sentatives did not comment on the 
situation. 

Councilman Noma Norman 
wanted and received assurance 
that- the city would be able to 
collect on unpaid bills with the 
pro} tenants. just as, they do 
‘with other individuals in the city. 
Attorney Gamot said the city 
would meet no interference from 
the government of the PHA. 

Although the PHA representa- 
tives (their attorney, PHA Com- 
missioner Minton Collins, and Act- 
Ele Mary Ellen Van- 
Winkle) did not appear before the 
council to discuss their $62,745.60 
bill owed to the City of Pahokee, 
the subject nevertheless was 
brought up. 

P Commissioner Collins ap- 
pealed to the council to accept the 
offer.

"Lure ofthe 


Cuban birthday celebration 
changes to reflect the times 


BELLE GLADE-. When the 
average American girl celebrates 
her, 15th birthday, it may ew 
cause for celebration. but the 
occasion still isn't more than one 
of several birthdays during the 
teen years. 

But when a girl in a traditional 
Cuban family celebrates her 
“Fifteenth” the occasion is pro 
nounced in capital letters and the 
celebration ranks somewhere just 
below her baptism and. wedding. 

‚The Fifteenth is the occasion for 
a party all right but it’s a dance, a 
social occasion and a coming-out 
ritual all rolled into one, It marks 
the debut in Cuban society. 

The Fifteenth was born in Spain 
as ;the formal introduction to 
society of the well-to-do Spanish 
maiden and quite often the King 
and Queen were honored guests, 

The ideal ceremony was a 
formal statement by the girl's 
parents that she was now ready 
for courting...and if her dress and 
appearance caught the eye of the 
more eligible bachelors, so much 
the. better. 

When a number of the grandees 
emigrated to Cuba, the Fifteenth 
was. also imported into Spain's 
Caribbean colony, a trip that 
saved its life because when the 
monarchy died in Spain, the 
Fifteenth was also a casualty. 

And when the Cuban revolution 
made a bi-lingual, multicultural 
community of South Florida, the 
Fifteenth was transplanted here, 
where its live and well as part of 
the Cuban community. . 

‘The Fifteenth is similar to the 
debutante tradition imported to 
America from England with the 
major exception that it takes place 
on the girl’s 15th birthday. instead 
of at a particular season. 

Preparations for the Fifteenth, 
such as a couple recently cele- 
brated in Belle Glade are remini- 
scent of those for a wedding, 
except they're usually more 
traditional. 

The debutante, for instance, 
may design her own dress, but it’s 
worn only the one time: and 
tradition dictates she must wear 4 
tiara.
